Kovornment  institu- 
tioiu.  all  preliminary  experimcnti.,  and  not  to  gr«^y  <„,  tluir  owi.  farms  anv  variotie* 
that  have  not  already  been  shown  to  be  Kood.  Then!  will  ahvay*  bo  plenty  of  scope 
ainonK  recon.nic.idwl  sort*,  for  very  in.nrestins:  eomparative  trials;  whieh  mav  bo  made 
with  little  or  no  loss  of  cither  time  or  money. 

It  is  not  the  iK)licy  of  the  Dominion  Exp.Tiniental  Farms  to  advise  the  cultiva- 
t.oii  of  new  varieties  of  frrain  until  they  have  been  earefully  tested  in,  at  least  iome 
parts  of  Canada,  though,  of  <-our8e,  it  is  iiniK)ssible  to  withhold  new  sorts  from  the 
public  long  enough  to  try  them  in  all  sections  of  our  great  .-ountry.  Furthermore  new 
varieties,  whether  originated  at  Ottawa  or  elsewhere,  are  not  rw-ommended  unless 
they  have  shown  some  point  of  superiority  over  the  older  and  lietter  known  sorts 
Novelty  ought  to  be  recognir.cd  as  a  disadvantage  unless  aecoinpaninl  bv  some  defi  ite 
and  sigrnificant  gain.  . 

In  order  that  grain  growers  may  be  able  to  make  a.i  intelligent  choice  among  the 
varieties  recommended,  brief  dc8«Tiptioi.8  of  them  are  here  given.  Other  very  good 
-orts.  almost  or  quite  e(iual  in  value  to  some  of  tlmse  wiiich  are  rwommended,  eould 
have  been  add.'<l  to  this  list,  but  it  is  manifestly  undwirable  to  mention  the  names  of 
an  unnec-essarily  hirjrc  nninlMT  of  varieties. 

It  should  he  explained  that  all  those  varieti.-s  to  which  Ottawa  numbers  are 
uttaehe<I  are  i.oav  cross-bred  sorts  or  selections  prodiieod  by  tlie  Dominion  Ce-ealist 
at  the  Central  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa. 

DESCBIPTIONS  OF  LEADIKO  VAHIETIES. 

Winter  Wheat. 

Oawfutna  Uoldri,  Chaff. ^\'cry  i.roduetive,  beardless,  straw  stiff,  grains  "white" 
pnd  inclined  to  be  soft,  excellent  for  pastry,  but  not  very  desirable  for  bread-maki.c 
Hardy  where  there  is  a  reasonable  snow-fall. 

Egypftan  ^mfcer.— Almost  equal  to  Dawson'.-  Ciolden  Chaff  in  field  characters  ai.-l 
superior  for  bread-making.    Bearded,  grains  red. 

Turkei/  y^frf.— In  commerce,  often  called  Kansas  Ked  or  Alberta  Red;  practicallv 
deiitical   with    Kharkov   (the  latter   is,  however,   suppo.sed  to  be  more  productive) 
(irains  red  and  usually  rather  hard.    Heads  boarded,  straw  moderately  stiff.    The  best 
winter  wheat  for  bread-making  purposes.     This  variety  is  adapted  to  rather  drv  dis- 
tricts and  does  riot  usually  do  so  well  where  the  snow-fall  is  heavy.
